When Montee drove down the nar- 
row roadway today with a load of 
sweet potatoes, en route to Anaheim, 
he found Biggs had cut a ditch across 
his half of the road to force Montee 
to drive on his own ‘ground. 
According to all accounts Biggs 
was armed with a revolver, a shovel 
and an axe when he met Montes. 
Evidences of a terrible struggle in 
the road about forty yards from the 
the Montee house are abundant. 
When A. K. Petitt, who was te do 
some piowing on Biggs place this 
afternoon, arrived at the ranch about 
12:30 p.m., Biggs told him that there 
had “been some bad business” done 
there that morning.

This is indeed the central word of 
the paragraph, and so far as the 
teaching of Christ was concerned, the 
central one of the two incidents re- 
corded.

The fact that 
Matthew and Luke as well as Mark 
put these things into close relationship 
with each other, makes it almost cer-_ 
tain that they happened on the same 
day. In the first instance, the Phari- 
dees criticized the action of the dis- 
ciples of Jesus in plucking the ears 
of Gorn as they ‘walked through the 
cornfields. Later in the day, having 
entered into the synagogue, it is evi- 
dent that the thought of the Sabbath, 
and of our Lord's attitude toward it, 
Was still in the mind of the Phari- 
This He knew, and without 
waiting for any manifestation of hos- 
tility, or expression of cri on 
their part, He Himself took action 
by calling upon the man with a with- 
ered hand to stand forth: and then 
challenged them as to the true atti- 
tude toward the Sabbath in view of 
that man. 

It was in the cornfields that the 
Lord made use of the words which 
constitute our Golden Text. Let us 
examine these words as the central 
statement, and then seck for an in- 
terpretation of their meaning in the 
incidents as recorded. 

This statement of Jesus that the 
Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath, ie most sub- 
lime in its simplicity, clarity, inclu- 
siveness and finality. Rightly under- 
stood, there is nothing more to be

The ne- 
cessity for this emphasis lies in the 
fact that very much modern discus- 
sion on the question of the Sabbath 
is limited and darkened by the pre- 
vailing idea that the Sabbath was a

according to Bible history, it is 
. nny as humanity, and was called 
being for man, when man was 
called into being. We ought, therefore, 
in considering the question always to 
remember that there is a very clear 
distinction to be drawn between the 
discussion of whether the Christian is 
under the law of the Jewish Sabbath, 
and that of whether the Christian is 
amenable to a Divine provision made 
in the interest of humanity. 

Now let us seek the light of the 
two incidents upon this word of the 
Master. In the first case the disciples 
took action in order to the satisfac- 
tion of their hunger and our Lord de- 
fended them by an illustration taken 
from the action of David in precisely 
similar circumstances. He had én- 
tered into the holy place, and eaten 
the shewbread. 
of the sanctity of the holy place, and 
was justified under certain circum- 
stances in order to meet physical need. 
The teaching then is that the neces- 
sities of rest and worship provided 
for in the Sabbath never conflict with 
the necessities of physical sustenance. 
On the contrary, they sanctify them. 
With regard to the second incident,

The whole case was 
really stated dnferentially in the ques- 
tion, “Is it lawful on the Sabbath day 
to do good, or to do harm, to save a 
life, or to kill?”
